drunk-driv ing law has been 
pro duced by the Go v erno r’s 
Traffic Safety Co o rdinating 
Co mmittee, William F. Cellini, 
secretary o f transpo rtatio n and 
secretary o f the GTSCC, has 
anno unced. 
“ By the time this law be­ 
co mes effectiv e in July , we 
want the peo ple o f Illino is to be 
fully aware o f its significance to 
their safety ,” Cellini said. “ We 
also want ev ery o ne to kno w ex ­ 
actly what his rights are if he is 
arrested under this new law.” 
Go v . Richard B. Ogilv ie 
signed the implied co nsent 
law o n Jan. 4 . The law states 
that by driv ing a mo to r v e­ 
hicle in Illino is, any perso n 
co nsents to take a breath test 
if he is arrested fo r drunk 
driv ing. If he refuses to take 
the test, he takes the chance 
o f his license being auto mati­ 
cally suspended fo r three 
mo nths. 
Illino is is the last state in the 
natio n to hav e such a law. Cel­ 


lini said. It is also the o nly state 
that requires test results to be 
reco rded by thei breath-testing 
machine, and no t the arresting 
o fficer, to eliminate human er­ 
ro r o r misunderstandings. 
The test will tell if a driv er 
has had to o much to drink to be 
driv ing legally , Cellini ex ­ 
plained. At a blo o d-alco ho l co n­ 
tent o f o ne-tenth o f o ne per cent 
o r mo re, a perso n is co nsidered 
to be driv ing while into x icated.

Manhunt for skyjacker 
who bailed out with $500, 000 
attacks slow 


PROVO, Utah (AP) — A 
manhunt fo cused o n this cen­ 
tral Utah city to day fo r a 
y o ung hijacker who leaped 
fro m a United Air Lines 727 jet­ 
liner Friday night with $5 00,000 
ranso m after fo rcing a zigzag 
flight acro ss the West. 
Aerial flares lighted early 
mo rning skies o v er nearby 
Utah Lake as hundreds o f law­ 
men started a search fo r the 
armed man. 
This was the sev enth time in 
just under fiv e mo nths' that 
parachutes and ranso m figured 
in airline piracy . 
The nine-ho ur o dy ssey began 
o v er the Ro cky Mo untains al­ 
mo st 30 minutes after the plane 
left Denv er at 2 :36 p.m. MST 
when a mustachio ed passenger 
wearing mirro red sunglasses, a 


pink shirt and a blue pinstripe 
suit o rdered the Lo s Angeles- 
bo und plane div erted to San 
Francisco . 
Mrs. Dick McLennan o f Den­ 
v er, who sat nex t to the hijack­ 
er, said she saw no weapo n but 
did see the man pass no tes to 
the captain. 
A CBS newsman o n the 
plane, Jim Kilpatrick, said, 
“ The no tes that were passed 
back and fo rth were all pre­ 
written.” 
Sandy Wilkinso n, a 2 5 -y ear- 
o ld o ff-duty UAL stewardess o n 
the flight, said she did no t see 
any weapo ns either but was 
to ld the hijacker had a hand 
grenade and pisto l. 
One passenger said the hi­ 
jacker pulled a pisto l. 
The pilo t said the hijacker

He said th e h ijack in g was “a 
v ery well ex ecu ted p lan .”

It was n o acciden t that the first 
Arbor Day in America was pro­ 
claimed in the y oun g state of Nebra­ 
ska 100 y ears ago on April 10. Com­ 
in g from the wooded East to the lush 
an d rich but mon oton ous prairie, on e 
thin g the pion eers missed most of all 
was trees. 
Today , ev ery state in the Un ion 
sav e Alaska (perhaps becau se Ala­ 
skan s are still so close to the forest 
primev al) observ es an Arbor Day or 
tree-plan tin g day sometime in April. 
Trees. Man has alway s lov ed 
them. He has written music about 
them, poems to them. In the child­ 
hood of the race he worshiped 
them. The scien tists ev en say he de­ 
scen ded from them—though n ot 
gen etically , of course. 
Trees. Man has alway s lov ed 
them, but he has n ev er hesitated to 
use them—to cut, split, burn , pulp, 
saw, distill, carv e, trim, n ail, peg, 
stain , polish an d in lay this in fin itely 
v ersatile precious but con stan tly re­ 
n ewable resou rce. 
Trees. Man has alway s lov ed 
them, but on ly recen tly has he begun 
to realize that n ot on ly the qu ality of 
life but life itself may depen d upon 
them. 
Con sider this: 
For ev ery poun d of wood pro­ 
duced in the forest, 1.83 poun ds of 
carbon diox ide are remov ed from 
the air an d 1.34 poun ds of ox y gen are 
retu rn ed. 
(Because y oun g, growin g trees 
produce more ox y gen , a properly 
man aged sustain ed-y ield forest is 
thus of double ben efit to man .) 
An acre of growin g trees has the 
capability to scru b clean the air pol­ 
lution gen erated by eight automo­ 
biles in 12 hou rs of steady run n in g— 
though with some damage to the 
trees. The same acres can also ab­ 
sorb the carbon diox ide produced by 
50 automobiles in the same period. 
On e tree growin g in the con crete 
jun gle of the city can gen erate as 
much coolin g effect as fiv e room air- 


Yet amazin gly en ough—an d the 
“Crisis lobby ” will be skeptical 
about this—America still has about 
75 per cen t as much forestlan d as it 
had when Columbus arriv ed, about 
758 million acres. An d a third of 
this—248 million acres—is set aside 
in parks, wildern ess areas an d wa­ 
tersheds. This is an area equal to the 
size of Norway , Sweden , Den mark, 
Austria, Switzerlan d, Hollan d, Bel­ 
gium an d Israel. 
The “in stan t ecologists” may al­ 
so object to this, but n atu re, n ot 
man , is the greatest destroy er of 
trees. The great New En glan d hu rri­ 
can e of 1938, for ex ample, wiped out 
million s of carefu lly n u rtu red hard­ 
wood trees, alon g with the in dustry . 
It is n o su rprise to be told that the 
states of Main e an d New Hampshire 
remain more than 80 per cen t forest­ 
ed, an d that forest products con sti­ 
tu te on e of their most importan t in ­ 
du stries. 
But recen t estimates in dicate 
that ev en in dustrialized an d u rban ­ 
ized New Jersey is n early half forest 
(46 per cen t), an d that in that state, 
as well as New York an d Pen n sy lv a­ 
n ia, the woodlan ds are actu ally in ­ 
creasin g because of shrin kin g acre­ 
age dev oted to agricu ltu re. 
But the ex perts also tell us, how­ 
ev er, that paper con sumption in the 
Un ited States will leap from its pres­ 
en t 575 poun ds per person to 1,000 
poun ds by the y ear 2000 an d that 
sawtimber deman d for houses will 
double as soon as 1980.

There are hopeful sign s in the 
Middle East, if n ot of peace then of 
an ex ten ded period of quiet in which 
some sort of peace can be worked 
out. Ten tativ e mov es are bein g 
made on both sides which, if proper­ 
ly ex ploited, can mean that the 
Damoclean sword han gin g ov er the 
world will, at the v ery least, be held 
up by more than a thread. 
To a certain ex ten t this is due to 
the silen cin g of Sec. of State William 
P. Rogers by Presiden t Nix on . It is a 
matter of record that ev ery in de­ 
pen den t u tteran ce on the Middle 
East by Rogers made matters worse 
an d en cou raged Arab belligeren ce. 
With the secretary n eutralized, the 
White House has made it as clear as 
it can in a touchy situation that it 
sees American in terest tied to the Is­ 
raeli cau se. Mr. Nix on ’s firmn ess 
has paid off, though he has n ot gon e 
as far down the road as man y kn owl­ 
edgeable observ ers wou ld hav e 
liked. 
The sign s of chan ge may be dis­ 
cern ed in Kin g Hussein ’s proposals, 
his hin ts at a separate peace, an d the 
complete success of the mun icipal 
election s un der local superv ision in 
some of the West Ban k cities. Ev en 


six mon ths ago, n on e of these could 
hav e occurred. The Arab guerrillas, 
an importan t obstacle to an y settle­ 
men t, would hav e prev en ted peace­ 
ful election s—or at least attempted 
by assassin ation an d other v iolen ce 
to make them a bloody shambles. 
Yet the guerrilla threats were ig­ 
n ored by Arab leaders on the West 
Ban k an d, more sign ifican t, by the 
people themselv es who turn ed out in 
large n umbers—with n o Israeli mili­ 
tary presen ce apparen t to protect 
an d preserv e order. Nor was there 
an y n oteworthy boy cott, as the guer­ 
rillas had deman ded. This demon ­ 
strated the curren t impoten ce of the 
Arab terrorist mov emen t—a mov e­ 
men t which n ev er had the real sup­ 
port of man y Arab states. 
Kin g Hussein ’s proposal to create 
an auton omous Palestin ian state un ­ 
der his ru le in the West Ban k area 
was met by some an gry an d an ­ 
guished criticism from Egy pt, but it 
has n ot budged Hussein . In fact, that 
criticism has pushed him more 
towards an accomodation with the 
Un ited States an d shaken the un ited 
Arab fron t which Egy pt has at­ 
tempted to main tain . A y ear ago, 
Hussein ’s grip on his own coun try 
might hav e been broken by his offer 
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an d ab o u t Cam b o d ia— a ll we kn o w fo r su re is th a t 
' L o n N o l' sp elled b ackward s is 
'L o n N o l'!"

Weeks ago, a Pen tagon official 
told me a prin fcipal fear of the U.S. 
military was that North Vietn amese 
regu lars would ex ecu te a powerful 
sweep across the n orthern m ost 
prov in ce which would carry them to 
the Gulf of Ton kin coast an d possibly 
en gulf two or three sizable South 
Vietn amese cities. 
It is n ot true, as some prestigious 
n ewspapers are n ow say in g, that the 
Pen tagon has been focusin g all its 
fears on the prospect of en emy as­ 
sau lts in South Vietn am’s cen tral 
highlan ds (Military Region 2). 
Trouble has been ex pected there, 
of course, sin ce this thin ly populated 
area is the weakest elemen t in that 
cou n try ’s defen ses. It is the on e area 
where the otherwise battered Viet 
Con g hav e retain ed a con tin uin g 
stron g presen ce an d can prov ide 
North Vietn amese regu lars with im­ 
portan t field support. 
What seems more puzzlin g from 
this distan ce is this: 
If our military could perceiv e the 
dan ger to the n orthern prov in ces, it 
must be presu med that Saigon ’s 
comman ders saw it, too. Why , then , 
would they put main relian ce there 
on the relativ ely n ew, in ex perien ced 
3rd Div ision ? 
It is that div ision which the North 
Vietn amese, stormin g across the 
DMZ with tan ks an d artillery , hav e 
cut up badly an d driv en from a host 
of defen siv e fire bases. 
The deploy men t below the DMZ 
of a div ision formed on ly last y ear 
suggests a serious n erv ousn ess on 
the part of Presiden t Thieu’s gov ­ 
ern men t about the military stability 


of the more populous region s of 
South Vietn am from a lin e abov e 
Saigon on down the southern Me­ 
kon g Riv er delta. Obv iously , the 
most ex perien ced troops are bein g 
kept on station in those areas. 
To the ex ten t an y substan tial por­ 
tion of the better un its is n ow com­ 
mitted to the n orthern battle, they 
will prov ide the acid test of the Viet- 
n amization program. For if they , 
too, should be rolled back, then the 
message would be plain : South Viet­ 
n am, left to its own combat groun d 
forces, does n ot hav e the capacity to 
con tain a really hard thrust from 
Han oi. 
The v iew all alon g at the Pen ta­ 
gon has been more optimistic. It has 
been that North Vietn am could score 
some early groun d gain s in the n orth 
an d in the cen tral region , but that 
the cost in blood an d arms would be 
heav y for Han oi an d ev en tually 
compel a halt to the offen siv e. 
That con ceiv ably still could be 
the outcome, though it is much too 
early to say . 
Clearly Saigon is gettin g substan ­ 
tial air support from the Un ited 
States in the effort to blun t the driv e. 
Our callin g in to gulf waters of addi­ 
tion al aircraft carriers is an in dica­ 
tion we can n o lon ger prov ide such 
assistan ce from in -coun try fighter- 
born bers. On ly four squadron s of 
U.S. attack aircrft are left in South 
Vietn am. Saigon ’s own “air” is 
growin g apace, but it does n ot an d 
will n ot in clude our faster, more so­ 
phisticated plan es n or an y of the po­ 
ten t “gun ships.” 
Nor can Saigon an y lon ger look 
for big in -coun try groun d combat 
from America. We hav e just sev en 
“man euv er” battalion s left there, 
again st a high of 112 at the war’s 
man power peak. Their job is tru ly 
defen siv e. On the groun d, Saigon is 
really alon e.

of a un ilateral settlemen t with Isra­ 
el, but there are n o sign s that this is 
so today . 
The Hussein proposal was n ot ac­ 
cepted by Israel, but from the com­ 
men t in the upper echelon s of the 
Jerusalem gov ern men t, it is becom­ 
in g clear that it will be accepted in 
an other man n er—as the open in g 
mov e in some tough bargain in g. 
Man y Israelis hav e n ev er wan ted to 
keep the West Ban k. It brin gs too 
man y Arabs in to their coun try an d 
upsets the political balan ce. 
What some Israeli leaders would 
like to see is a demilitarized Arab 
state—ev en perhaps lin ked to Jor­ 
dan —which would, of course, n ot in ­ 
clude the formerly Jordan ian -occu­ 
pied part of Jerusalem or those por­ 
tion s of the lan d which would thicken 
Israel’s perilou sly n arrow geo­ 
graphical waist east of Tel Av iv . A 
strin g of paramilitary Israeli settle­ 
men ts alon g the Jordan Riv er would 
giv e Israel the kin d of security she 
must hav e if she is to surv iv e. Such a 
solution is n ot impossible. 


The ton e of Egy ptian propagan da 
has also begun to show a marked 
chan ge. There are still the “blood 
an d gu ts” attacks on Israel, but the 


deman ds for war hav e somewhat 
moderated, an d the real power in 
Egy pt seems recon ciled to n egotia­ 
tion . What stan ds in the way of this is 
the Sov iet Un ion which wan ts to 
keep the pot boilin g in the Middle 
East without allowin g it to ov erflow 
in to armed con flict. Un less Mr. Nix ­ 
on triumphs or surren ders durin g 
his Moscow v isit, that will con tin ue 
to be Kremlin ’s position un til it can 
fin d some safe way to brin g about 
the destruction of Israel. An d Sov iet 
con sideration s of safety are con di­ 
tion ed by the realization that the dis­ 
appearan ce of Israel might lead to a 
stiffen in g of Arab n ation alism 
again st the Russian military pres­ 
en ce. 
These are all ten tativ e aspects of 
the Middle East situation . The 
Kremlin has been kn own to chan ge 
its ov ert lin e v ery rapidly . But it is 
becomin g in creasin gly apparen t 
that Presiden t An war Sadat is look­ 
in g for a face-sav in g substitute to 
war which will allow him to further 
con solidate his hold an d disarm the 
ex tremists who still thin k in terms of 
military glory . That, itself, is the 
most hopeful sign of all.

U.S. Ste e l pays 
no fe de ra l inc ome ta x

WASHINGTON (KFS)— Un ited 
States Steel, the largest dollar-v alue 
steel man u factu rin g compan y in the 
world, paid n ot on e pen n y of Federal 
in come tax in 1971. 
Gov . Ron ald Reagan , who made 
million s in the mov ies an d has hun g 
on to them, paid n o Californ ia state 
in come tax for 1970, an d n ev er ex ­ 
plain ed to fascin ated v oters how he 
man aged it. 
No won der the av erage in div idu­ 
al tax pay er is burn ed up. He doesn ’t 
thin k it’s fair that he should pay his 
share of tax es an d the big boy s n ot 
pay theirs. 
It was in ev itable, then , that this 
should become the y ear of the loop­ 
hole. 
Ev ery Presiden tial campaign , 
depen den t upon reachin g the max i­ 
mum n u mber of people in the min i­ 
mum time, ten ds to boil down quick­ 
ly in to a han dful of simple slogan s. 
In the 1968 Presiden tial campaign 
the goin g thin g was “law an d or­ 
der,” a phrase that came to cov er 
ev ery social fru stration from fear of 
bein g mugged in the street to preju ­ 
dice again st blacks. 
This y ear the all-purpose phrase 
is “loopholes,” which mean s, freely 
tran slated, soak the rich. 
The big corporation , remote an d 
imperson al, is a han dy scapegoat for 
the econ omic squeeze in which most 
families fin d themselv es these day s. 
It seldom talks back, an d it might 
ev en deserv e most of what is said 
about it. 
Ev ery major Democratic Presi­ 
den tial can didate has earn estly 
promised to close the tax loopholes 
that permit rich compan ies to av oid 
fair tax ation . Nev er min d that Gov . 
George Wallace won ders aloud why 
his riv als from the Sen ate hav en ’t 
don e somethin g about the problem 
in past y ears. Nev er min d that the 
promises are so lav ish they seem to 
fall in to a class with the famou s “se­ 
cret plan ” with which Richard Nix ­ 
on promised in 1968 he would en d the 
war if elected. 
Sen s. George McGov ern an d Ed­ 
mun d Muskie hav e proposed elabor­ 
ate, min d-bogglin g tax reform pro­ 
grams. McGov ern ’s, when ex am­ 
in ed, tu rn ed out to sharply in crease 
the tax es of fully on e-third of the n a­ 


tion ’s families, while helpin g the 
others. Muskie’s appears to be a 
mish-mash of bills already pro­ 
posed—-an d defeated or ign ored—in 
past Con gresses. 
Sen . Hubert Humphrey is still 
workin g on his ov erall tax program. 
In the mean time, he had a dan dy tel­ 
ev ision ad that showed a mob of par- 
ty goers whoopin g it up. “Million ­ 
aires an d gian t corporation s are en ­ 
tertain in g like this, usin g y our tax 
dollars,” the TV v oice in ton ed. This 
prompted McGov ern to remin d v ot­ 
ers that Humphrey himself had on ce 
accepted a free plan e ride from a big 
corporation . 
Ev en 
so, 
Hu m­ 
phrey ’s adv isers decided to con tin ue 
the spot in Wiscon sin becau se after a 
test run they receiv ed a dozen spon ­ 
tan eous telephon e calls from v iew­ 
ers praisin g it. (That is an un usually 
en thu siastic respon se from on e TV 
spot.) 
Sen . Hen ry Jackson got so 
worked up about his riv als’ failu re to 
close loopholes he un loosed the dirt­ 
iest crack of the campaign so far. 
“We can ’t ex pect a man to con trol 
the econ omy if he can ’t con trol him­ 
self,” he said, in an obv ious refer­ 
en ce to Muskie’s cry in g episode in 
New Hampshire. 
Humphrey , McGov ern , an d Sen . 
Edward Ken n edy are co-spon sors of 
a bill that is supposed to close $16 
billion in tax loopholes. The measu re 
is aimed at tighten in g tax ation of 
capital gain s, reducin g the oil deple­ 
tion allowan ce, an d repealin g last 
y ear’s accelerated depreciation 
rates. It is giv en n o chan ce of pas­ 
sage this y ear. 
Nobody has y et su ggested a min i­ 
mum tax on the n ation ’s 500 biggest 
corporation s, which man y observ ers 
thin k may be an equitable solution . 
The fact that officers of those corpo­ 
ration s ten d to con tribu te gen erou s­ 
ly to Presiden tial campaign s may be 
on ly a coin ciden ce, of course. 
Presiden t Nix on , mean while, is 
still silen t on the loopholes. He is 
said to fav or a Value Added Tax , 
which puts the burden on the low an d 
middle-in come family again , but he 
is waitin g to see what the Democrats 
do before he puts out his own tax 
program.

Tay lo r Caldwell, America’s fo remo st no v elist, returned fro m a 
to ur aro und the wo rld a y ear ag o this mo nth . . . her co mments o n 
the state o f o ur co untry ’s affairs g iv e o ne much fo o d fo r tho ug ht. . . 
she tells o f reading French mag azines and newspapers in which no t 
a sing le article g ushed with lo v e o r warmth. . . no articles o n “ Do ­ 
ing Fo r Others” o r the g o v ernment’s duty to pro v ide fo r “ The Po o r 
and the Disadv antag ed, Underpriv ileg ed, Culturally Depriv ed” . . . 
in talking with French men and wo men she nev er heard any sick­ 
ening driv el abo ut being “ warm and lo v ing o r co mpassio nate” .. . 
she nev er heard any o ne talk abo ut race . .. during o ne co nv ersa­ 
tio n with French passeng ers abo ard ship she described o ur “ do - 
g o o ders” —o ur “ bleeding hearts” . . . they laug hed and said, “ Oh, 
y o u mean the “ PURE-in-HEARTS” —y es, we hav e them to o .. . 
they are “ almo st all co mmunists and-o r rev o lutio naries, malco n­ 
tents, misfits o r g reedy , env io us, misbeg o tten creatures . . . but 
their stupidity isn’t as adv anced as the American Liberals.”
